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(57) Abstract 

A method, computer program product, 
and system that allows changes made to an 
original database table found on a server com- 
puter to be reflected in client copies of the data- 
base table based on intermittent client requests 
for synchronization. A server makes periodic 
updates of table differences between current ta- 
ble (20) receiving database change events and 
reference table (28). Each client copy of a data- 
base table and update (created by the server has 
a sequential version number associated there- 
with). The server will compare the version 
number of a client copy of a database table 
with the most recent version number of the ta- 
ble on the server to determine which updates 
need be applied in order to make the client copy 
current. Next, the updates will be translated 
firom a generic format into instructions that arc 
specific to the type of database engine being 
run on the client. Fmally, the instructions arc 
transmitted to the client (along with the new 
version number) so that the client may operate 
the database engine to apply the instructions 
for making the database table current with the 
original managed on the server. 
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
